(^•Featured speaker at the session was Lawrence Fenlon, Chicago, state 


Legion commander. 


Commander Fenlon reported on Legion activities during the year. 


He termed the passage of federal legislation to ensure universal mili- 
tary training a victoiy for the Legion. However, the defeat of the 
Broyles bill at Springfield and failure to get additional hospital and 
educational benefits for veterans were listed as "jobs left uncompleted." 


The Broyles bill is a Communist 


control law. It passed the state 
legislatuic but was vetoed by Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson. When returned 


I to the legislature it failed to re- 
'ceive a two-thuds majority for 
passage over the governor's veto. 


"We shall try again at the next 


session of the legislature," Fenlon 
stated. 


Can Mean Peace 


The universal military tiaimng 


law can mean peace for America 
and the world, the commander 
said. "What is needed most is 
trained manpower and the Legion 
TJ.M.T. program will provide the 
' manpower." 


Re reported that "all is not 


well for the disabled veterans and 
their 
dependants." The Legion 


thought hospitalization problems 
were solved before World War II 
but not enough additional beds 
have been constructed since to 
take care of the disabled from the 
last war, he added.

What Is the Mobile X-Ray I7nif? 


This is an x-ray machine mounted within a bus that can be moved from 
Community to Community. 


Why Should I Have an X-Ray of My Chest? 


Many dangerous chest conditions, tuberculosis, certain heart diseases, 
cancer, etc., can be detected by the chest x-ray, before you feel sick. 


Who Is Eligible for X-Ray of the Chest by the Mobile Unit?

Any adult above age 18, also high school students who have a positive 
reaction to the Tuberculin test. 


How Much Will It Cost? 


There is no charge. This service is available through the Illinois State 
Health Department and is sponsored by the Lee County Health Depart- 
ment and the Lee County Tuberculosis Association.

The Lee County Medical Society has given its approval of and support 
to the program. 


Will I Have to Undress? 


No. Only metal objects will be removed, (such as costume pins, neck- 
laces, religious medals, pencils, pens, etc.) from the chest area.

The x-ray itself takes 1/10 of a second—about five minutes are required 
for registration.

If any- 
thing is detected that requires further examination, you will receive a 
letter asking you to visit your physician. 
Your physician will also be 


given a report of your x-ray, and the film will be available at his re- 
quest. 


X-ray plus careful ejcominofion con find tuberculosis in the lungs before the disease 
shews Ifself in other ways. The person whose tubuerculosis is found early has the best 
chant* for cure. Until every home in your county is safe from tuberculosis, no heme can 
be entirely safe. 


This is the Mobile x-ray unit that arrives in Lee County on Tuesday, 
August.

A jury of 11 women and one man

an old rock quarry 11 miles from 
.he scene of the first murder.

Settlement of Iran Oil Dispute 
Would Deflate Red Propaganda 


It is pretty clear now that while the Russian-controlled 


Reds in the Far East are putting on a slow-motion demon- 
stration of peace negotiations in Korea, other Kremlin pup- 
pets are at work in the Near East to stir up trouble for the 
western world. 


The Soviet pattern has been evident for some time in the 


Iranian oil crisis. Now it is spreading throughout the Arab 
states, where the Red propagandists are blowing hard on the 
coals of nationalism to start a fire which, the Kremlin fondly 
hopes, will make relations pleasantly warm for Russia and 
leave the U. S. and Britain out in the cold. 


Russian-sponsored "peace" and "neutrality" campaigns 


and "national liberation" movements—high-sounding names 
for cold war—have gained momentum since Iran's nation- 
alization of the Anglo-Iranian Oil company. 


Since then, Syria has rejected U. S. offers of Point Four 


aid, and Lebanon, which has accepted such offers, is now 
talking about changing its mind. Another anti-west cam- 
paign is flaring up in Egypt, which has become openly hos- 
tile in telling England to get out of the Suez Canal zone. 


All these danger signals increase the importance of a set- 


tlement in Iran that wil preserve vital oil supplies for the 
west and, at the same time, cool off some of the Russian- 
fanned anti-west sentiment. 


Britain's bulldog stubbornness has been more fuel for 


the Russian fire. We were slow to get into the picture, al- 
though Iran, .early in the crisis, asked the U. S. to step in 
and help figure out a settlement. 


Now W. Averell Harriman, acting as an oil mediator 


from the U. S., seems to have made good progress. He has 
gotten the British to agree to send a mission to Iran to dis- 
cuss settlement. 


This in itself doesn't mean agreement, of course. But it 


does- indicate a break in the stubborn British attitude that 
Iran would come running to give in once the oil royalties stop- 
ped flowing into the coffers. 


And if the talks now scheduled between the British and 


the Iranian leaders in Tehran result in a little yielding by 
both sides and thus end the dispute, it will be more than 
just saving vital oil for the free world's defenses in Europe. 
It will alto take a lot of fire out of Russia's'hot propaganda 
campaign in the Near East. 


The General Is Not Diverted 
} 


Enroute back to the United States after a month's tour 


of Europe, during which he talked with leading political and 
military figures, Elder Statesman Bernard Baruch declared 
that General Eisenhower, as commander of the Allied power.' 
in Europe, -is "leading the greatest crusade since Peter the 
Hermit." Mr. Baruch added that "anyone seeking to divert 
Ike's attention to politics is doing Ike and the country a dis- 
service." 


So far, the general seems to have been pretty difficult to 


divert. There are a, lot of politicians in this country who 
wish they could divert him at least enough to have him an- 
swer the question: "Is you is or is you ain't?"

rulf." Those player* allow only 
oven cardj in a canasta—at *ny 


time and under any conditions. In 
the opinion of all the good players 
of my acquaintance, this is a very 
poor rule and almost unplayable. 


If you play the seven-card limit 


rule, it is harder to meld out. You 
can't add cards to your canastas, 
so you must discard any extra 
cards that you happen to draw. 
Moreover, it is dangerous to get 
a meld up to the five-card'mark, 
since that gives the opponents a 
chance to freeze and discard that 
rank safely. • 


Like practically all home-made 


rules this one makes matters diffi- 
cult for the player who is trying 
to run up a big score. Most un- 
skillful canasta players want to 
play for out on every hand and 
don't want cither side to have a 
chance for a big score on any 
single hand. 


Mind you, nobody can object to 


home-made rules. They're fine for 
weak players and for 
family 


games. Just remember that they're 
not really the official rules, and 
don't let anybody tell you that 
they are.

Pegler, Once a Sports Writer, Comments on the Past 


and Present Status of Baseball Players

NEW YORK—I am a baseball devotee, as distinguished from the 


fan, .or fanatic, who is either imbecilic in his enthusiasm or a faker 
who pretends to be, which is worse. As a devotee, I have been con- 
scious of a growing inconvenience, an uneasiness, 
caused by the decline in the class and manners of ,., 
the clientele. My time as a sport writer began after *' 
pioneer period when the players, themselves, were, * 
with the usual few exceptions, a pack of foul- 
mouthed bums, so disorderly that decent hotels 
wouldn't take them, and probably even more cor- 
rupt than the periodic exposes showed they were. 


John McGraw did his bit to reform this condition. 


He was. a cocky, fellow who couldn't bear to be 
looked down upon and therefore taught his rough- ,.; 
necks to wear' shirts instead of sweaters and even 
wear jackets into dining rooms and take off their 
caps in elevators. 'For his personal, social life he maintained a per- 
verse preference for a Broadway-theatrical-gambling house type of 
border-line cases, including bucketeers and confidence men, and he 
had some gaudy fights on his own time. But he drew the linryt 
riotous behavior on the ballfield except as initiated by John McGraw 
under provocation, which he considered due process, and was a gentle- 
man capable of astonishing courtesy when he chose to be. He showed 
evidence of good raising by contrast with many contemporaries who 
had no class. 


The patrons of the earlier era 


probably were not much better 
than the players for they ccr 
tainly were not gentlemen of 
wealth and the fact that they had 
no more important business than 
to sit around on week-day after- 
noons watching other loafers play 
ball puts the burden of proof on 
them. Thousands of bums were 
picked up by the cops in pool- 
rooms and barrel-houses and given 
ten days as a routine matter in 
those days of prima facie evidence 
that they had no gainful occupa- 
tion and 
bonds. 


were therefore vaga- 


Ban Johnson, who founded the 


American league and held the job 
of president until Judge K. M. 
Landis finally induced a lot if 
ingrate owners to throw him out 
for a brave stand against corrupt 
gambling, did more than any other 
to clean 
up dirty conditions. 


Brawling was common on the field 
and in the seats and the atmos- 
phere wag so foul generally that 
baseball was regarded as a sport 
for low grade stags which no lady 
would be found dead at. Johnson 
called all this "rowdyism," and by 
the time the era of wonderful 
nonsense began after World War 
[, refinement had set in with 
the force of a scourge. Sales of 
chewing tobacco fell 
away 
to 


nothing and prohibition took care 
of the nuisance of the red-faced 
alcoholic .with rime on his Hps 
whose reek and roar had been a 
sroblem down to then. 


Incidentally, .prizefighting was 


illegal -throughout the 
country 


with the strange spotty exceptions 
of New Orleans, Philadelphia, St. 
-.ouis and the Twin Cities, and it 
had always been a rough, low 
racket from which women were 
fenerally excluded. Under the in- 
luence of .Tex Rickard, starting 
vith the Dempsey-Carptner show 
n Jersey City, which was a far- 
cical fight but a social gala, the 
'eminine influence began to be 
'elt in the blood-letting phase of 
>rofessional sport. It did make 
>riefly for refinement but prob- 
ably for the sole reason that the 
jents, down to then and for some 
ime thereafter, were put uneasily 
>n their manners. In time, how- 
iver, the babes began to holler 
and carry on like bums so the 
>rder "as you was" ran silently 
hrougk the ranks of the bucks 
and the restraint vanished. 


A similar spiritual phenomenon 
as noted in Washington when 
Eleanor Roosevelt's friend, Fran- 
ks Perkins, was, appointed secre- 


tary of labor. Many a knob-fisted 
old thief in the union racket with 
cactus bristles on a procine neck 
had to go outside to do his swear- 
ing and this was thought to 1.3 a. 
dirty Wall Street plot to em- 
barrass the agents of the over- 
worked and underpaid. As the fe- 
male politician grew in numbers, 
however, this delicacy was seen 
to be absurd and the prevailing 
idiom in mixed company today is 
a fluent jargon of the foulest 
cliches of the dirty-word novels 
and the Kinsey report peeled of 
the Greek and Latin euphemi.-^s. 


The latter-day baseball crowd is 


no worse than the people of which 
it is an expression. The language 
is stupid for, contrary to super- 
stition, the baseball fan is a dull 
fellow with only a few unusual 
expressions which he has heard 
or read somewhere. Nowadays he 
takes off his shirt and even, in 
many cases, his undershirt and is 
a repulsive discredit to the nation 
whose spirit he is supposed to^fcbc- 
press. He justifies his offensive 
conduct as "Democracy," which it 
probably ist proving, again, that 
demorcracy is an evil to be re- 
sisted. In Brooklyn, loud, coarse 
and vulgar conduct and a dialct 
suggesting illiteracy have come to 
be regarded as the true standard 
ofa city which is, on the contrary, 
more intellectual than Paris. The 
Brooklyn ball-players are distinct- 
ly superior in all respects to ^ie 
standard suggested by the "fans," 
but the legend which they repre- 
sent has given the borough a bad 
name all over. 


The preoccupation with base- 


ball which clutters the minds of 
thousands of persons on whom the 
expensive services of the Ameri- 
can "educational" system have 
been wasted, is a disgrace which 
they stupidly believe to be a 
pleasant foible. During the

Can an abscessed tooth, infected 


onsils, or a sinusitis cause symp- 
otr.s or inflammations in other 
arts of the body? This question 
omes up every now and then and 
rom an individual point of view 


most difficult to answer. In 


medicine it is called the problem 
f focal Infection. 
The theory that chronic infec- 
ion in one part of the body could 
ause 
difficulties elsewhere 
is 


uite old. However, about the turn 
f the century, work on this sub- 
ect received a big push, largely 
hrough the studies and stimu- 
ating personality of the late Dr 
'rank Billings of Chicago. 
For a while a large number'of 
ilments were attacked by insti 
uting a careful search for some 
ource of chronic infection in the 
x>dy—gallbladder, tonsils, 
pros- 


ate, teeth or sinuses. If anything 
ould be found these focal areas 
fere removed, drained, or treated 
n any way possible. 


Then, as so often happens in 
edicine, a reaction set in. Some 
aticnts had had all their teeth 
emoved without any improvement 
in the condition for which this had 
been performed. Some had serious 
operations or treatments for focal 
infections and were worse than be- 
fore. 


The result was that many care- 


ful physicians swung away from 
the idea of focal infection alto- 
gether and nearly all began to 
tak« • much mor« conaeryaliv* 


attitude toward the subject. 


But occasionally someone who 


was almost de'sperate with some 
form of neuritis, muscular rheu- 
matism, iritis or similar condit*-n 
,received relief from the removal of 
an infected tooth, bad tonsils or 
other "focus of infection." This 
cannot be ignored even though 
exactly how this happens is hard 
to figure out. 
CHANGE ATTITUDE 


At any rate there is now a 


pretty wholesome attitude toward 
the removal or treatment of these 
foci. No longer are they removed 
wholesale but neither do most pr*/- 
sicians disregard 
really-diseased 


and infected tissue. 


The principles 'are fairly well 


agreed on now but it is no easy 
matter to decide what to do in 
an individual case. No one can 
guarantee that taking out an ab- 
scessed tooth 
will relieve the 


symptoms somewhere else in the 
body. 


Both patient and physician have 


to add up the arguments for fytd 
against treatment of an infected 
focus and then take their chances 
on whether the treatment will ac- 
complish the desired results. There 
will be disappointments as well as 
successes.

Freight Cars 
Leave Tracks, 
Ram Engines 
Firemen Fight Oil 
Blaze Four Hours; 
Loss Near Million

FREEPORT—Damage es- 


timated at several hundred 
thousand dollars was caused 
near here Sunday when two 
Chicago and Great Western 
double-unit 
Diesel 
locomo- 


tives were rammed by de- 
railed cars of a passing 
freight train. No one was 
injured. 


In all, 23 freight cars were 


derailed. Several of them 
plunged into the Diesel units 
which were waiting for the 
freight train to pass on a sid- 
ing one mile west of Bolton, a 
small village southwest of 
Freeport. Cause of the derail- 
ment, which tore up 500 feet 
of track, was undetermined. 


Fire broke out immediately after 


the crash, causing much jot the 
damage to the Diesels. It'also de- 
stroyed six of the freight cars, 
including two tank cars loaded 
with gasoline. A railroad spokes- 
man said he thought the fire was 
caused by sparks igniting gasoline 
from these tankers. 


Destroys Oats 


The fire also destroyed some 85 


shocks of oats standing in a field 
near the tracks. 


The crew of the west-bound 


Diesel units on the siding jumped 
to safety before the derailed cars 
struck their engine. 


Unestimated value of the de- 


stroyed contents of several of the 
derailed freight cars may send the 
total loss over $1,000,000. 
Oil, 


wheat, flour and corn syrup were 
among the contents of the cars 
totally or partially destroyed. 


Battle Four Hours 


Fire 
trucks 
from 
Freeport, 


Shannon and Pearl City fought the 
jlaze for four hours and prevented 
Jie destruction of several more of 
the buckled freight cars. 


Firemen were hampered by lack 


of water and fire-fighting chem- 
icals. When the trucks had used 
the water in their tanks, milk 
trucks hauled water in milk cans 
from nearby towns, to feed the 
tanks of the fire trucks. 


Flames and smoke visible for 


miles drew many spectators from 
the surrounding area. The col- 
ision of two automobiles and an 
airplane wreck near the scene of 
:he derailment also were attribu- 
ted directly to the railroad mis- 
hap.

NEW DELHI, INDIA (AP)— 


Prime Minister Nehru has de- 
clared Indian troops are held 20 
miles back of the Pakistan border 
to avoid trivial incidents that 
might lead to all-out war. H« said 
his government has evidence that 
Pakistan planned to launch ag- 
gressive action into the disputed 
princely state of Kashmir. 


Nehru's statement was contain- 


ed in a strongly-worded note to 
Pakistani Premier Liaquat Ali 
Khan, who has charged that Ind- 
ian troops at his country's borders 
pose a threat of war.

The Nehru note, which was dis- 


patched 
Saturday, 
'said 
Indian 


forces were not ordered toward 
the Indian Pakistan frontier until 
after "we had evidence Pakistan 
was preparing for aggressive ac- 
tion." 


He charged that Pakistan had 


started moving a brigade toward 
the Kashmir border, threatening 
the city of Poonch on June 28. On 
learning this, the Indian leader 
said his country's troops were 
ordered to move to the border as 
a defensive countermeasure. 


Nehru warned that an attack on 


Kashmir—the 
little 
Himalayan 


state over which the two countries 
have been wrangling since 1947— 
"is an attack on Indian territory, 
which will have to be met fully if 
it takes place." Troops of both 
countries occupy the state under 
a U.N.-sponsored truce.

something of a conservative, he 
probably would be acceptable to 
most of the "fair deal" wing of 
the party because of his record 
of support for the Truman do- 
mestic and foreign policies.

his best friends guessing about 
what he intends to do. 


As an example, his cryptic 


statements about Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower last week have been 
subject to about as many interp- 
retations as there are politicians 
to talk about them. 


Mr. Truman told a White House 


news conference he doesn't believe 
Eisenhower's duties will interfere 
with any interest Eisenhower may 
have in political matters in 1952. 
The general has been mentioned 
as a possible candidate for both 
the Republican and Democratic 
nominations. 


Clears Road

Working 
models of such a weapon may have been tested recently at Eniwetok 
and in Nevada.
